HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  31st  DECEMBER,  1952, 


To  the  Chairman  and  Mevihers  of  the  Covncil. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Rees  and  Gentlemen, 

The  following  is  the  Health  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December 
1952. 

Dr.  W.  F.  Gapper  acted  as  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  during 
the  period  after  Dr.  Evan  Williams  left  until  I took  up  the  post  on  the 
1st  January,  1953,  and  I wish  to  thank  him  for  his  kind  assistance. 

The  Registrar  General’s  mid-yeaP  estimate  showed  a population  of 
2,508  a fall  of  27  as  opposed  to  169  in  the  previous  year.  The  total  of 
live  births  for  the  year  was  29  and  the  number  of  deaths  was  28. 

There  was  only  one  new  case  of  infectious  disease  (other  than  tuber- 
culosis) notified  during  the  year — 'namely  one  of  poliomyelitis,  and  the 
general  health  of  the  community  was  good. 

The  length  and  success  of  treatment,  and  the  prevention  of  spread  of 
tuberculosis  depend  on  early  diagnosis.,  In  this  connection  it  is  en- 
couraging to  note  that  a greater  number  of  adults  availed  themselves 
of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service.  The  numbers  can  still  not  be  re- 
garded as  satisfactory  however  and  publicity  must  not  bel  abated. 

There  were  no  reported  casej  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year.  In 
view  of  the  general  increase  in  disease  from  faulty  food  handling  tech- 
niques coupled  with  the  increase  in  communal  feeding  the  Council 
should  consider  the  advisability  of  instituting  a clean  food  campaign. 

Housing  still  presents  a formidable  problem  and  a very  serious 
limiting  factor  is  the  shortage  of  suitable  sites  in  the  District.  The 
very  great  cost  of  new  building  makes  it  necessary  for  the  Council  to 
consider  the  aquisition  and  rehabilitation  of  old  propei  ty.  This  has  been 
done  successfully  on  a large  scale  in  the  Croydon  Experiment  where 
old  property  was  bought  and  brought  up  to  standard  and  let  at  a 
reasonable  rent.  The  Council  has  done  this  already  in  one  case,  and 
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an  extension  of  this  method  would  provide  an  useful  ajunct  to  the 
building  prograimme. 

I wish  to  thank  Mr.  Ffrangcon  Evans  for  his  co-operation  in  the 
compilation  of  this  report.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY 
INSPECTOR 

YEAR  ENDED  DECEMBER  31st,  1952 

To  the  ('hnirmnn  and  Members  of  the  Covncil. 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  this  my  fifth  Annual  Report. 

HOUSING 

During  1952,  20  houses  were  completed  and  occupied  on  the  Froheu- 
log  Estate.  Two  houses  built  under  licence  were  also  completed  and 
occupied  during  the  year. 

The  Council  purchased  1 Sam  Road,  and  before  letting,  improved  tbe 
premises  by  providing  a bathroom,  inside  watercloset  and  a hotwater 
system.  I suggest  that  the  Council  should  consider  as  a policy  the 
purchasing  of  properties  as  they  become  vacant  to  supplement  their 
housing  programme. 

A licence  was  issued  for  the  sum  of  £1,750  for  reconditioning  and 
extention  of  an  existing  private  dwelling  house.  This  work  has  now 
been  completed.

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Housing  Management: 

General  maintenance  work  has  been  carried  out  on  all  the  Council 
Estates  during  the  past  year  and  tlie  engagement  of  a full-time  crafts- 
man to  do  joinery  and  painting  should  be  an  improvement. 

I have  to  draw  attention  to  the  special  report,  on  Housing  Manage- 
ment in  relation  to  the  Exchanges  of  Tenancies  and  the  keeping  of 
lodgers  submitted  to  the  Council  in  March  1952.  Tlie  Circular  issued 
by  the  Ministry  was  commented  upon  and  recomendations  made.  The 
Council  were  askedi  to  consider  giving  publicity  to  the  matters  con- 
tained in  the  Circular  and  to  encourage  applications  for  transfer.  It 
was  mentioned  that  they  need  not  commit  tliemselves  but  consider  eaclr 
case  on  its  merit.  It  was  suggested  that  private  landlords  in  the  town 
be  asked  to  co-operate. 

Following)  this  report  a circular  letter  was  sent  to  all.'  tenants  of 
Council,  houses  stating  that  the  Council  were  prepared  to  consider 
exchanges  as  between  their  own  tenants,  and  also  between  their  ten- 
ants and  tenants  of  other  local  authorities  or  private  landlords.  The 
letter  also  stated  that  tenants  should  apply  to  the  Council  in  writing 
if  they  desired  to  take  in  lodgers. 

Since  then  the  Council  have  considered  and  allowed  transfers  which 
have  benefited  the  tenants  concerned,  allowed  accommodation  to  be 
in  fuller  use  and  reduced  the  number  of  applicants  for  Council  houses.

The  property  known  as  Victoria  Buildings  mentioned  in  the  Annual 
Report  for  1951  is  now  being  reconditioned  and  satisfactory  progress 
maintained. 

Public  Cleansing: 

All  figures  under  this  heading  refer  to  the  Financial  Year  ende1 
31st  March,  1953. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal: 

The  Council  continues  to  make  twice  weekly  collections  of  household 
refuse  from  most  dwellinghouses  within  the  area.  Tipping  was  con- 
tinued at  the  site  on  Talyllyn  Road,  and  although  attempts  were  made 
to  control  the  area  I have  again  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Council  to 
the  desirabilty  of  discontinuing  tipping  on  this  site  and  obtain  a more 
suitable  one  where  the  tipping  could  be  under  control  and  the  resulting 
area  brought  into  use. 

The  Bin  Service  is  still  available  to  the  general  public  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  there  were  150  householders  in  the  scheme,  with  a total 
of  180  bins  issued. 


Salvage : 

Salvage  collection  has  been  maintained  and  although  the  price  per 
ton  received  for  waste  paper  was  considerably  less  tlian  the  previous 
year  it  was  considered  advisable  to  continue  collection  for  the  time 
being.  In  addition  to  waste  paper  scrap  iron  and  lead  were  also  sal- 
vaged.

The  decrease  in  Salvage  Income  and  the  increase  in  wages  over  the 
year  are  reflected  in  the  final  cost.,

Bedding  was  collected  and  destroyed  at  the  request  of  owners,  and  in 
one  instance  compensation  was  paid. 

Sewerage : 

Complaints  were  received  during  the  year  regarding  sewage  backing 
up  into  property  in  the  Arran  Road  area.  This  was  due  to  the  surchar- 
ging of  the  sewer  during  storms,  and  occurred  only  twice  during  the 
twelve  months. 

The  culvert  in  Maesmawr  originally  u.sed  as  the  Council’s  Out‘’all 
Sewer  was  piped  a distance  of  100  yards,  thus  eliminating  any  likely 
nuisance  in  the  future. 

The  sewer  on  the  North  side  of  the  town  was  extended  'to  take  in  the 
drainage  from  the  new  house  erected  at  Cae’r  Efail  >at  a cost  of  £158, 
the  owner  to  bear  a reasonable  share  of  the  cost. 


Meat  and  Other  Food  Inspection: 

Slaughtering  was  continued  at  the  Arran  Road  Slaughterhouse  in  the 
occupation  of  the  Ministry  of  Food.  At  the  time  of  writing  the  prem- 
ises have  again  closed  down  for  alterations  and  it  is  hoped  ito  have  it 
reopened  in  approxiimately  four  months  time. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  complaints  were  received  during  the  past 
year  from  adjoining  tenants  regarding  nuisances  from  rat  infestation 
and  from  unsound  meat  being  retained  on  the  premises  for  long  periods. 
These  matters  were  reported  to  the  appropriate  authorities  and  event- 
ually dealt  with. 

Casualities  continued  to  be  received  at  the  slaughterhouse  and  this 
together  with  periods  of  heavy'  killing  necessitated  attendance  during 
hours  outside  normal  office  hours.

All  food  shops  in  the  area  were  inspected  during  the  year.  Shop- 
keepers generally  observed  the  conditions  laid  down  in  the  byelaw’s 
for  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food.  Informal  action  had  to 
be  taken  and  offenders  warned  where  food  was  exposed  to  contamin- 
ation in  a shop  and  in  course  of  delivery. 

Notices  regarding  exclusion  of  dogs  from  food  premises  were  issued 
to  all  food  shops  and  the  notices  were  displayed  without  exception. 


Water  Supply; 

The  water  supply  to  the  town  continues  to  lie  sufficient  and  satis- 
factory. 

A detailed  report  was  prepared  in  March  1952,  on  the  condition  of  the 
water  undertaking  and  upon  the  work  required  to  put  the  undertaking 
in  order.  The  work  is  lieing  carried  out  by  direct  labour  and  premises 
on  the  outskirts  previously  receiving  intermittent  supply  are  now  ade- 
quately provided  for.

Licences  were  issued  for  alterations  to  dwellinghouses  and  supple- 
mentary to  licences  for  new  houses  in  course  of  erection.  The  total 
cost  of  this  work  amounted  to  £4,147. 

In  concluding  my  report  I wish  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  con- 
tinued confidence  and  the  other  officers  for  their  valued  co-operation.
